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In one respect, Archbishop Cushing’s 
remarks contrasted sharply with previ- 
ous attacks of the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy upon POAU. The launching of 

'POAU in January, 1948 was greeted by 
Catholic leaders with epithets and scorn- 
ful predictions that “this new organiza- 
tion will fall of its own weight,” but the 
Boston archbishop’s latest assault cou-

Glenn L. Archer, executive director of 
POAU, was on a speaking tour in Ala- 
bama when the Cushing speech was 
made, but he issued a statement upon 
his return to Washington, saying, in 
part: 

“Archbishop Cushing’s unsubstan- 
tiated charges against POAU were as 
ill-advised as Cardinal Spellman’s de- 
nunciation of Mrs. Roosevelt. 


“It is getting to be a chronic habit 
of the leaders of the Roman Catholic 
Church to cry ‘bigotry and persecution’ 
each time the clarifying spotlight of 
publicity is thrown upon their political 
machinations. POAU has consistently 
exposed these machinations—such as 
their attempts to grab public funds for 
parochial schools and to substitute Ro- 
man Catholic ecclesiastical law for 
American law in American courts pre- 
sided over by Roman Catholic judges. 
It is with such dangerous threats to 
America’s free institutions, and not with 
anyone’s religious beliefs, that POAU 
contends. If this be ‘evil’, POAU accepts 
the label.”

ALABAMA. Glenn L. Archer, POAU 
executive director, went on a whirlwind 
tour which carried him from Mobile to 
Montgomery to Birmingham to Gads- 
den in four days (November 29 through 
December 2). In each city he made a 
major address. At Mobile, his speech 
drew a rejoinder from Roman Catholic 
Bishop Toolen, who raised the familiar 
cry that POAU wishes to reduce Catho- 
lics to “second-class citizens.” Dr. How- 
ard M. Reaves, president of the Ala- 
bama unit, replied that POAU, far from 
seeking to deprive any class of citizens 
of their rights, actually seeks to put 
into practice the Jeffersonian precept 
that no citizen should be compelled “to 
furnish contributions of money for 
propagation of opinions which he dis- 
believes . . .” Generous offerings were 
made at the meetings. 

CALIFORNIA. Dr. Abbott Book, ex- 
ecutive director of the Northern Cali- 
fornia-Western Nevada Council of 
Churches, and POAU Director Archer 
are considering means of coordinating 
the work of POAU, Dr. Book’s organiza- 
tion and the Federal Council of Church- 
es to take remedial action on violations 
of religious liberty. 

COLORADO. Cyril Porter Dickson, 
Denver attorney and prominent Baptist 
layman, has been appointed POAU di- 
rector for the state, and is working to- 
wards the formation of a Denver unit 
as the first organizational objective. Dr. 
Erdman Smith, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church, and Dr. James Macpherson, 
pastor of the Broadway Baptist Church, 
are also working actively on POAU’s 
behalf in Denver.

authorities who have forced public 
school children to attend a parochial 
school in Fleming, is moving ahead, and 
we are informed that several eminent 
attorneys, including an ex-governor of 
the state, have interested themselves in 
the case.

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BRITISH GOVERNMENT REJECTS 
CATHOLIC BISHOPS’ DEMANDS 


A new demand for public assistance to Roman Catholic parochial schools has 
heen flatly rejected by the British government. An official spokesman declared that the 
Catholic hierarchy in England and Wales seeks to tap the public treasury in a way 
which “amounts to the state providing all the money while the Catholics keep all the 


control.” 


The Roman Catholic bishops had proposed that public education authorities take 
over the parochial schools under lease and make improvements (required by the 1944 
fducation Act) from public funds, Under this plan, the public authorities would ap- 

oint teaching staffs, subject to church approval. 


Minister of Education George Tom- 
inson said that the proposal would 
“wreck the Education Act.” He disputed 
the bishops’ estimate that the necessary 
improvements would cost the church 
60,000,000 pounds, stating that they 
would actually cost between 20 and 30,- 


000.000 pounds. 


“Blunt” Answer 


In answer to the Roman Catholic 
bishops, the Ministry of Education cir- 
culated a memorandum which declared 
that “the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
have always aimed at throwing the 
whole cost of their schools upon public 
funds, and have not ceased to do so,” 
and said that this effort runs counter to 
astrong tradition in England and Wales 
against denominational teaching in pub- 
licly-supported schools, 

“No skill and courtesy in the presen- 
tation of the bishops’ proposals,” the 
memorandum continued, “can conceal 
the blunt fact that the Roman Catholic 
community is asking for substantial 
further subvention of rates and taxes 
toward the cost of their schools. 

“Whether secured by the means sug- 
gested or other means, the effect would 
be completely to destroy the basis on 
which provisions of the 1944 Educa- 
tion Act were found acceptable to other 
interests concerned.” 

There are 1,829 Catholic schools in 
Britain, as compared with 9,104 oper- 
ated by the Church of England, 117 by 
the Methodists, and a total of 461 by 
other churches. 


Barden Principle Endorsed 

A resolution adopted by the Division 
of County and Other Rural Area Super- 
intendents of Schools, meeting at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., recently, declared their 
“unqualified support of legislative pro- 
posals for federal aid to the states for 
the support of our free public schools,” 
and further declared that “those mem- 
bers of Congress and those religious 
leaders who block federal aid for public 
schools because they insist on aid for 
private schools are guilty of disservice 
to America’s rural youth, and thus have 
our heartiest disapproval.” 








Says “Morale” Justifies 
Misuse of Navy Planes 


Secretary of the Navy Francis Mat- 
thews, in a statement issued recently at 
Omaha, Nebr., has excused the use of 
U. S. Naval units at Roman Catholic 
festivals on the grounds that it has been 
a “long-established naval policy” to co- 
operate with religious and fraternal or- 
ganizations in the interests of “good 
public relations” and the morale of the 
servicemen. He had received letters of 
protest concerning the participation of 
Navy planes at a procession in Pennsy]- 
vania in honor of St. Teresa (Church 
and State Newsletter, November, 1949) 
and the participation of a Naval squad- 
ron at the Knights of Columbus conven- 
tion in Portland, Ore., last August. 

Secretary Matthews did not cite any 
precedents involving the use of military 
units at non-Catholic religious or fra- 
ternal celebrations.

Dr. Julius Mark, senior rabbi of the 
country’s largest Jewish congregation, 
New York’s Temple Emanu-El: “. . . 
(a religious renewal) will not be 
achieved by every one joining the Roman 
Catholic Church or any other one 
church. . . . We do not regard our or 
any religious communion as ‘the one 
true church.’ Every church dedicated to 
the service of God and man is a true 
church. 

“The challenge of the hour is for men 
and women of all religious denomina- 
tions to translate into every-day prac- 
tice the lofty teachings which their sev- 
eral churches and synagogues proclaim.”
